DEATH COULD TAKE YOUR HOLIDAY 


The wreath is a traditional symbol of Christmas. In win- 
dows and on front doors of homes all over America. the bright 
red and green holly will signify the joyous festivities of the 
holiday season. 

For Christmas should be a time of happiness, Every 
family looks forward to the joy and celebration that the holi- 
day period should bring. But every year thousands of families 
in our country see Christmas joy turned into suffering and 
tragedy because of needless and preventable accidents. 

The National Safety Council points out that hundreds of 
persons are killed and thousands more injured by accidents 
during the Christmas-New Year's holiday season—the year's 
peak accident period. The No. 1 killer is traffic. and its death 
toll on Christmas Day is two or three times the annual daily 
average. , 

To keep death from taking your holiday—or the holiday 
of your loved ones—is a simple thing. It costs nothing, takes 
no time and requires only a little effort. It only means bejng 
aware of the extra holiday hazards and of the extra caution, 
common sense and courtesy needed to overcome them. 

Refuse to drink if you are driving. Wait for the light to 
change.

ABOARD LAKELAND VICTORY OFF TAKU BAR (UP)— 
U. S. Consul General Angus Ward. gaunt and grey-bearded 
after a year of confinement by the Chinese Reds, stepped 
aboard this American ship and out of Communist hands at 


sunrise today. 


ECA Officials 
Released by 
Korean Reds 


SEOUL, Korea (UP) — Two 
American seamen were released 
yesterday by North Korean Com- 
munists who held them prisoner 
for 80 days, but their return to 
South Korea was delayed 4% 
hours when U. S. diplomats balked 
at recognizing Communist cre- 
dentials. 

Capt. Alfred T. Meschter of 
Kinderhcok, N. Y., and Chief En- 
gineer Albert E. Willis of Brook- 
lyn appeared happy and in good 
health when they finally crossed 
the border. They said at one point 
of their confinement, however, 
they became so thin that even 
their guards were worried. Then 
they were given better food. 

Meschter and Willis, employes 
of the Economic Ccoperation Ad- 
ministration, were shanghaied by 
@ mutinous crew when they 
boarded the freighter Kimball R. 
Smith on a two-day inspection 
tour. The crew sailed the ship to 
a Communist North Korean port. 

The diplomatic officers—whose 
train to the 28th Parallel was al- 
most derailed by Icgs placed on 
the tracks—-were Harold J. Noble, 
Fairfax, Calif.; Col. James W. 
Fraser, Sault Ste. Marie, Mich.; 
Senior Military Attache at the 
U. S. Embassy, and a Korean in- 
terpreter. 

The Americans balked at word- 
ing of credentials borne by Major 
Kimjonggi of the North Korean 
Home Ministry (secret police) 
which named him a representative 
of the “North Korean Govern- 
ment,” which the United States 
dces not recognize.

Hirschman said the sheltered 
alcove had long been a favorite 
picnic spot for the several fami- 
ies. 

“We always felt so safe and 
secluded under the rock, away 
from the wind and cold,” he said.

and 6 at Clinton. No injuries were 
reported, however. Property da- 
mage was said to be extensive at 
Hannibal, where the tornado cut 
' through a residential district. 

At Miles City, Montana, a 
rancher died of exposure in near- 
| zero weather as the blizzard roar- 
ed eastward over the well-worn 
track of last winters great storms. 

Forty to 50 miles per hour 
winds swirled snow into traffic- 
stopping drifts in the Dakotas 
and Nebraska as the storm in- 
vaded the great plains.

Veterans’ enrollments in col- 
leges and universities under the 
GI Bill and Public Law 16 on No- 
vember 1, were about 17 percent 
below enrollments of a year ago. 

On the other hand, enrollments 
in school below the college level} 

mainly trade and _ vocational 
schools—were at an all-time high | 
aproximately 23 percent above the 
totals for Nvember 1, 1948. 

Veterans Administration disclos- 
ed these proportions, and pointed | 
out that while the November 1, 
1949, statistics represent the bulk 
of fall enrollments of veterans, 
complete ‘enrollment data for the 
current fall term probably will not 
be available for another month.
